Senate  Chamber,  January  3,  1917. 

In  accordance  with,  law,  the  Senate  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North

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INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  following  bills  and  resolutions  are  introduced,  read  the  first  time,  and 
disposed  of  as  follows: 

Senator  Burgwyn  offers  the  following  resolution,  which  is  adopted: 

RESOLUTION   RELATING   TO   PUBLIC-LOCAL   AND   PRIVATE   BILLS. 

Whereas  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  which  prohibit  certain 
specified  classes  of  local  and  private  legislation  become  effective  on  January 
10,  1917;  and  whereas  many  members  of  the  General  Assembly  desire  to  have 
enacted  such  laws  which  cannot  be  enacted  after  said  date;  and  whereas  it 
will  be  impossible,  owing  to  the  short  period  of  time  before  said  amendments 
become  effective,  to  have  these  bills  referred  to  committees  and  by  them 
examined  and  reported  in  orderly  form;  and  whereas  many  of  these  bills 
require  roll  calls  and  must  be  passed  on  separate  days:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved: 

1.  That  a  committee  of  ten  members  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  examine  all  bills  which  shall  be 
introduced  before  said  10th  day  of  January,  1917,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
Senate. 

2.  That  should  said  committee  find  that  any  bills  have  been  introduced 
which  contain  objectionable  or  unwarranted  provisions,  it  shall  present  such 
bills  to  the  Senate,  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  rejected  by  the  Senate  if 
it  deem  it  proper  and  just  to  do  so. 

By  Senator  Jones:  S.  R.  1,  Joint  resolution  to  appoint  a  committee  to  wait 
upon  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  to  notify  him  of  the  organization  of 
the  General  Assembly.

Representative  Doughton,  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  appears  be- 
fore the  Senate  and  states  that  the  House  has  adopted  a  resolution  similar  to 
that  adopted  by  the  Senate  to  invite  the  Governor  to  deliver  his  biennial  mes- 
sage in  person,  whereupon  the  Senate,  upon  motion  of  Senator  Person,  pro- 
ceeds to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  a  body,  and  the  Governor,  escorted 
by  the  special  joint  committee  hereinbefore  mentioned,  came  forward  and 
delivered  the  following  message: 

BIENNIAL   MESSAGE   OF   GOVERNOR  LOCKE   CRAIG   TO  THE   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY   OF 
NORTH   CAROLINA,    SESSION    1917. 

To  the  Honorable,  The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina: 

The  days  of  my  administration  are  accomplished.  In  obedience  to  the 
Constitution  and  in  compliance  with  your  will,  I  speak  to  you  my  last  word 
as  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Four  years  ago  you  invested  me  with  the  responsibilities  of  this  high  office. 
I  have  welcomed  every  opportunity  for  service,  and  my  strength  and  energy 
have  been  devoted  to  the  State.  I  have  administered  this  office  steadfast  in 
the  resolve  to  do  exact  justice  to  all — to  the  rich  and  to  the  poor,  to  the 
strong  and  to  the  weak,  without  regard  to  race  or  politics.  In  delivering 
up  this  place  to  my  able  and  patriotic  successor,  it  is  with  regret  that  I  have 
not  been  able  to  do  more  for  the  people  that  conferred  upon  me  the  honor  and 
the  trust  to  be  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  State. 

I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  courtesy  and  cooperation,  the  faithful 
work,  of  all  my  associates  and  assistants  in  office. 

I  reflect  with  some  pride  and  satisfaction  that  the  people  by  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority  have  placed  the  seal  of  approval  upon  my  administration,  and 
have  declared  their  confidence  in  my  successor  and  his  administration. 

I  do  not  come  with  a  full  program  for  your  consideration;  that  task  will 
be  performed  by  my  successor. 
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SALARIES  OF  THE  STATE  OFFICEES. 

In  my  opinion,  the  salaries  of  State  officers  should  be  increased.  The  Con- 
stitution forbids  any  increase  of  the  salary  of  Governor  and  officers  created 
by  the  Constitution  during  their  terms  of  office.  Any  increase  for  them 
must  be  before  the  inauguration.  The  greatly  increased  cost  of  living  has 
made  all  salaries  less  valuable.  It  seems  but  reasonable  that  we  should  pay 
our  chief  executive  as  much  as  the  Federal  Government  pays  the  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress.  The  Governor  cannot  live  in  the  Mansion  pro- 
vided by  thfe  State  at  the  present  salary  and  do  the  things  expected  of  him, 
and  which  he  must  do  in  accordance  with  established  custom  and  the  re- 
quirements of  hospitality.  I  know  whereof  I  speak.  He  must  provide  the 
means  from  other  sources,  and  this  the  State  does  not  desire. 

The  same  observation  applies  to  all  the  State  officers,  but  the  Legislature 
will  have  full  time  for  consideration  of  remuneration  to  all  of  them  except 
the  Governor  and  the  members  of  his  council.  We  have  able,  conscientious 
officials.  They  are  worth  more;  they  earn  more  than  they  receive.  The 
people  of  North  Carolina  would  willingly  pay  a  reasonable  and  just  compen- 
sation for  efficient  service. 

All  the  offices  and  all  the  places  in  our  Government  have  been  administered 
in  economy  and  honesty,  above  the  breath  of  scandal,  and  by  men  of  up- 
right lives  and  high  purpose,  whose  daily  walk  is  in  the  democratic  plain- 
ness and  simplicity  of  the  tribunes  of  ancient  Rome. 

CONSTITUTIONAL   AMENDMENTS. 

At  the  last  election  the  people  ratified  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 
This  General  Assembly  must  enact  statutes  to  make  them  effective.  You 
will  by  the  amendments  be  relieved  of  a  vast  amount  of  local  legislation,  and 
have  time  for  the  consideration  of  problems  of  general  importance. 

CUBA  AND  THE  BONDS. 

Recently  the  Republic  of  Cuba  has  come  into  possession  of  "Reconstruction 
bonds"  amounting  to  more  than  two  millions  of  dollars,  and  is  attempting  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  these  bonds  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  The  bonds  were  issued  in  the  evil  days  that  followed  the  war,  when 
corruption  and  plunder  were  shameless,  when  marauders  infested  this  cap- 
ital. The  State  received  no  benefit  from  them.  They  were  promptly  repudi- 
ated, and  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1875  made  unlawful  their  pay- 
ment by  any  official  or  by  any  General  Assembly.  Their  dishonor  was  pub- 
lished to  the  world,  and  no  interest  upon  them  has  ever  been  paid. 

Adventurers  and  unscrupulous  speculators  have  procured  or  gotten  control 
of  many  of  these  bonds,  and  have  by  devious  methods  attempted  to  collect 
them,.  The  Federal  Constitution  provides  that  no  individual  can  sue  the 
sovereign  State.  On  this  account  the  holders  and  their  agents  have  attempted 
to  force  collection  through-  the  agency  of  other  States  of  the  Union,  and  for 
this  purpose  have  offered  most  liberal  gifts  to  States  with  whom  they  have 
negotiated.  After  these  States  became  informed  of  the  facts  they  refused  to 
touch  the  unclean  thing. 

If  North  Carolina  owed  the  bonds  she  would  pay  them,  and  would  have 
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recognized  their  validity.  She  does  not  owe  them,  and  will  in  every  way 
possible  resist  their  payment. 

The  citizens  of  North  Carolina  have  always  felt  the  deepest  interest  in  the 
welfare  and  the  destiny  of  the  Republic  of  Cuba.  In  1898  thousands  of  young 
men  voluntered  from  the  State  to  enlist  in  the  army  for  the  relief  from 
oppression  and  for  the  liberty  of  the  people  of  that  island.  The  blood  of 
the  bravest  was  shed  in  this  war  of  emancipation  and  humanity.  We  were, 
for  those  reasons,  astonished  that  the  Republic  of  Cuba  should  make  herself 
a  party  to  the  unholy  alliance  for  forcing  from  North  Carolina  the  payment 
of  these  dishonored  and  fraudulent  bonds. 

I  have  declined  to  consider  any  suggestion  of  compromise.  I  have  declined 
all  suggestions  of  negotiations  with  the  view  to  securing  a  withdrawal  of  this 
suit  by  the  Republic  of  Cuba.  These  bonds  are  not  like  the  South  Dakota 
bonds.  It  is  inconceivable  to  me  that  the  action  can  be  maintained  in  any 
jurisdiction,  or  that  their  payment  by  this  sovereign  State  can  be  enforced  by 
any  power.  I  have  employed  able  counsel  to  assist  the  Attorney-General.  The 
case  is  set  for  argument  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  Mon- 
day, the  8th  of  January.  We  will  fight  it  to  a  finish.  I  am  convinced  that 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  will  prevail  in  the  great  case  now  pending,  and 
that  this  last  cloud  of  Reconstruction  which  has  threatened  for  fifty  years 
upon  our  horizon  will  disappear  forever. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  STATE. 

I  rejoice  to  declare  that  the  State  is  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any 
period  of  her  whole  history;  that  the  governing  party  that  placed  me  here 
is  stronger  and  more  secure  than  ever  in  the  loyalty  and  harmonious  union 
of  its  members,  and  that  by  the  long  continuation  of  a  government  of  integ- 
rity and  devotion  to  the  public  weal  it  has  justified  the  confidence  and  trust 
of  the  people. 

In  our  memory  there  are  years  of  darkness  and  hardship,  with  tempests  of 
war  for  a  background,  when  political  might  prevailed,  and  its  minions  went 
forth  to  plunder  and  to  devour,  when  fields  were  barren,  when  schools  were 
closed,  when  people  were  poor  and  discouraged,  and  when  opportunity  was 
denied.  This  was  indeed  a  land  of  sorrows  and  acquainted  with  grief.  We, 
ourselves,  have  been  witnesses  and  partakers  in  the  transformation  of  a  State 
and  her  people.  Out  of  the  darkness  of  Reconstruction  there  was  the  day- 
spring  of  '76.  The  people  girded  their  loins  to  overcome  adversity.  They 
reestablished  a  government  of  law  and  security.  They  rehabilitated  the 
State  and  her  institutions.    They  opened  the  university  and  built  the  school. 

During  the  sixteen  years  of  this  century  North  Carolina  has  made  more 
progress  than  in  all  the  years  of  her  preceding  history.  In  substantial  de- 
velopment she  has  been  surpassed  by  no  State  of  the  Union,  nor  by  any 
civilized  country  whose  history  we  know.  Her  growth  and  accomplishment 
is  like  a  tale  of  Arabian  romance. 

AGRICULTURE. 

We   are   an   agricultural   people    and    agriculture   measures    our    National 
progress.     By  the  intelligent  cultivation  of  the  soil  the  yield  of  all  staple 
crops  per  acre  has  been  about  doubled.     The  acreage  of  tillage  has  been  in- 
2 — Senate 
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creased  until  now  the  State,  once  far  behind,  ranks  in  agriculture  among 
the  first  of  the  Union.  The  prosperity  of  the  farm  appears  to  the  passer-by 
in  improved  fields,  improved  dwellings,  and  all  the  appointments  of  the  farm. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture have  been  potential  agencies  in  this  wonderful  development.  The  Col- 
lege must  be  manned  and  equipped  for  its  larger  usefulness.  It  should  have 
five  thousand  students.  Its  alumni  will  go  to  all  sections  of  the  State  and 
of  the  country  trained  for  captains  of  industry,  for  the  practical  and  scientific 
cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  for  the  higher  development  of  the  profession  of 
agriculture. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  stimulated  farming  to  increasing  ac- 
tivity. It  has  protected  the  farmers  from  imposition,  it  has  ascertained  and 
encouraged  the  most  profitable  crops  by  methods  of  intelligent  experiment  and 
demonstration.  The  building  now  occupied  by  the  Department  is  not  fit. 
In  its  stead  there  should  be  erected  a  building  commensurate  with  the  re- 
quirements, typifying  the  finest  and  the  greatest  of  all  of  the  industries  of 
North  Carolina. 

MANUFACTURE  AND  COMMERCE. 

Manufacturing  is  prospering  as  never  before,  and  is  developing  in  every 
section  of  the  State.  The  cotton  mills  alone  require  for  their  operation 
187,000  horse-power.  They  manufacture  all  the  cotton  that  we  produce  and 
more.  The  value  of  their  product  for  the  last  year  was  a  hundred  million 
dollars. 

The  utilization  of  water-power  is  assuming  large  proportions.  On  a  20-mile 
section  of  the  Yadkin  River  250,000  horse-power  is  now  in  course  of  devel- 
opment. From  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  are  electric  cables  through 
which  are  poured  the  transformed  power  of  the  French  Broad,  the  Catawba, 
the  Yadkin,  the  Pee  Dee,  the  Cape  Fear,  and  the  Roanoke,  delivering  ex- 
haustless  energy  to  the  centers  of  industry,  lighting  cities  and  towns,  and 
driving  millions  of  wheels  and  spindles.  The  commercial  advancement  of 
our  towns  and  cities  is  keeping  pace  with  manufacturing  and  agriculture. 

RURAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  country  home  is  no  longer  a  place  of  isolation  and  desolation.  Im- 
proved farming  brings  the  comforts  of  life;  the  telephone,  the  mail  box,  good 
schools,  and  good  roads  enlarge  and  illumine  the  horizon  of  country  life.  As 
rural  conditions  improve  ambitious  youth  and  manhood  will  abide  and  grow 
in  the  free  and  pure  atmosphere  for  the  breeding  of  a  robust  race.  The 
country  home  should  be  provided  with  all  modern  appliances  of  comfort  and 
economy.  Rural  communities  should  be  empowered  by  statute  to  incorporate 
themselves  for  the  purpose  of  securing  water  and  light,  and  all  available 
public  utilities.  Running  water  in  the  home  is  the  most  desirable  of  all 
modern  conveniences.  It  saves  women  and  children  from  drudgery  in  the 
heat  and  in  the  cold.  It  brings  comfort  and  cleanliness.  It  preserves  health. 
E.ery  farmer  of  moderate  means  can  have  this  convenience.  It  is  not  an 
expense.  It  is  an  economy.  With  screens  in  the  windows  and  pure  running 
water  in  the  house,  the  home  will  be  clean  and  sanitary,  and  the  people  who 
dwell  therin  will  be  cleaner,  healthier,  stronger,  and  better. 
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VACANT    LANDS. 

We  have  always  the  perplexing  question  of  taxation.  The  Constitution 
makes  the  solution  difficult.  The  large  per  cent  of  the  personal  wealth  of  the 
State  is  not  listed  for  taxation.  One  cause  for  this  is  the  alleged  undervalua- 
tion of  the  land. 

The  Corporation  Commission  made  an  intelligent  and  courageous  effort  to 
equalize  the  tax  values  of  the  State,  and  have  accomplished  much,  but  the 
situation  is  by  no  means  satisfactory. 

There  are  in  the  State  vast  areas  of  unused  land  held  for  speculation.  The 
owners  neither  use  it  nor  intend  to  use  it.  These  lands  are  listed  for  taxa- 
tion at  a  very  small  part  of  their  sale  value.  In  assessments  the  discrimina- 
tion is  in  their  favor  and  against  the  lands  that  have  been  improved.  These 
unused  lands  should  not  be  favored  by  the  tax  assessor,  for  their  owners  are 
appropriating  the  value — the  unearned  increment  created  by  the  growth  and 
enterprise  of  the  whole  community.  If  there  be  any  discrimination,  let  it 
favor  the  man  who  has  improved  by  industry  his  holdings  and  made  his 
land  productive;  not  to  the  man  who  refuses  to  improve  and  who  prevents 
the  natural  development.  A  proper  assessment  would  discourage  the  hold- 
ing of  vacant  land  for  purposes  of  speculation  and  encuorage  the  industrious 
and  energetic  to  buy  their  own  homes.  This  is  especially  true  of  city  and 
suburban  property. 

There  is  nothing  that  contributes  more  to  the  strength  and  patriotism,  the 
highest  development  of  citizenship,  than  the  ownership  of  homes.  A  pro- 
prietor is  independent.  He  cannot  be  a  serf.  Every  farmer  in  North  Carolina 
should  determine  to  own  the  land  upon  which  he  lives,  though  the  acreage 
be  small.  He  will  then  have  a  firm  dwelling  place,  a  steadfast  interest  in 
Country  and  Government. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Act  has  destroyed  the  money  monopoly.  The  farm 
loan  bank  recognizes  the  land  as  security  upon  which  money  can  be  obtained 
on  long  and  easy  terms.  Land  in  North  Carolina  is  comparatively  cheap.  A 
man  of  energy  and  determination  can  own  his  home  if  he  will. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

Good  roads  have  been  a  potential  agency  for  the  welfare  of  the  State.  In 
obedience  to  the  dictates  of  common  sense,  business  requirements,  and  the 
progressive  spirit  of  the  age,  the  people  of  North  Carolina  have  determined 
to  have  good  roads.  During  the  last  four  years  we  have  built  twice  as  many 
miles  of  improved  highways  as  in  all  our  preceding  history.  We  now  have 
about  15,000  miles  of  well-graded,  surfaced  roads.  In  January,  1913,  we  had 
about  5,000  miles.     We  have  built  10,000  since  then. 

During  the  last  four  years  the  Central  Highway  has  been  built  from  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  over  the  Coastal  Plain,  over  the  hills  of  the  Piedmont,  over 
the  Blue  Ridge  to  the  canyon  of  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains.  The  section 
of  this  road  from  Old  Fort  to  Ridge  Crest,  and  a  section  in  Madison  County, 
were  built  by  State  convicts.  Within  the  last  four  years  the  highway  from 
Charlotte  to  Asheville  has  been  completed.  The  State  convicts  built  that  diffi- 
cult section  from  Chimney  Rock  to  Hickory  Nut  Gap.  Similar  highways  have 
been  built  across  the  State  and  into  every  section.     Road  building  goes  on 
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with  increasing  momentum.  No  community  will  be  without  them  unless  it 
be  satisfied  to  deny  itself  the  improvements  of  modern  life  in  this  day  of 
enlightenment  and  progress.  The  old  country  road  of  rocks  and  mud  and 
steep  hills,  consuming  energy,  forbidding  progress,  is  past.  With  good  roads 
communities  are  correlated,  markets  are  available,  schools  and  churches  are 
accessible,  land  rises  in  value,  progress  is  inevitable.  Our  highways  are 
immeasurably  finer  than  "The  King's  Highway"  of  old,  and  they  are  the 
tracks  for  the  swift  and  powerful  vehicles. 

The  automobile  is  the  modern  machine  for  local  transportation.  They  are 
rapidly  coming  infra  universal  use.  We  cannot  get  along  without  them,  and 
they  cannot  get  along  without  the  good  road.  Their  indispensable  efficiency 
is  not  available  without  the  graded,  surfaced  highway.  They  are  monopoliz- 
ing the  roads,  and  they  make  road  building  and  road  maintenance  far  more 
expensive.  They  should  bear  a  large  part  of  this  burden.  The  tax  on  them 
might  be  increased,  and  their  owners  would  not  complain,  provided  the 
money  be  applied  to  the  betterment  of  the  roads. 

HIGHWAY  COMMISSION. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  was  established  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  1915.  This  commission  has  justified  its  creation.  Its  usefulness  has  been 
limited  by  lack  of  funds.  The  revenue  from  automobiles  might  be  largely 
administered  by  the  Commission.  The  modern  highway  is  no  longer  a 
neighborhood  affair,  but  a  State  institution  for  communication  and  use  by 
the  people  of  different  sections.  By  improper  location  and  construction  a 
vast  amount  of  money  has  been  spent  not  to  the  best  advantage.  This  can 
in  the  future  be  remedied  by  conferring  upon  the  Commission  supervisory 
powers.     Competent  and  experienced  engineers  could  be  furnished. 

RAILROAD   GRADE   CROSSINGS. 

On  all  of  the  principal  highways  railroad  grade  crossings  should  be  abol- 
ished. This  is  demanded  for  the  utility  of  the  road,  for  the  economy  of  the 
railroad,  and  in  the  interest  of  safety  and  human  life.  The  railroads  are 
now  more  prosperous  than  ever  before.  Their  net  earnings  are  greater.  For 
the  last  fiscal  year  the  net  earnings  of  the  railroads  of  the  South  were  ap- 
proximately $3,500  per  mile.  They  have  already  realized  the  duty  which  they 
owe  to  the  public  of  removing  this  inconvenience  and  danger.  They  have 
begun  this  work,  and  should  proceed  with  all  possible  expedition  while  the 
expense  can  be  easily  borne. 

The  authorities  of  the  State  have  the  right  to  compel  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings.  I  do  not  mean  that  the  whole  evil  should  be  remedied  at  once. 
Due  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  transportation  companies;  but  in 
the  location  and  the  building  of  our  highways  we  should  avoid  the  grade 
crossings.  The  State  Highway  Commission  might  designate,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Corporation  Commission  and  with  the  companies,  what  cross- 
ings should  be  abolished. 

FEDERAL  AID  FOR  ROAD  BUILDING. 

Through  the  Highway  Commission  the  State  is  enabled  to  receive  the  bene- 
fits of  the  Federal  aid  road  bill,  which  places  at  our  disposal  for  road  con- 
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struction  $115,000  for  the  present  year  and  an  increasing  amount  for  each 
succeeding  year.  One  of  the  provisions  of  this  Federal  act  is  that  funds  must 
be  provided  for  the  maintenance  of  roads  upon  which  the  Federal  money  is 
expended.  The  State  must,  therefore,  provide  a  maintenance  fund  if  we  are 
to  take  advantage  of  this  Federal  aid,  and  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

RAILROAD    BUILDING. 

It  has  been  the  recognized  policy  of  the  State  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
certain  railroads  in  the  Piedmont  section  and  across  the  Blue  Ridge  Moun- 
tains. Convicts  have  been  furnished  to  the  Statesville  Air  Line  Railway,  the 
Elkin  and  Alleghany  Railway,  and  to  the  Watauga  and  Yadkin  Valley  Rail- 
way. These  convicts  are  not  paid  for  in  cash,  but,  as  authorized  by  law, 
are  paid  for  in  stock  of  the  companies.  This  stock  has  no  market  value. 
But  the  consideration  is  not  the  value  of  the  stock,  but  the  value  to  the 
State  of  that  magnificent  country  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  These  railroads 
when  built  will  connect  that  country  with  the  State.  In  trade  and  commer- 
cial intercourse  it  is  cut  off  from  North  Carolina  by  impassable  mountains 
and  has  been  forced  to  trade  with  the  cities  of  Virginia  and  send  to  them 
its  valuable  products.  This  is  a  section  with  a  splendid  destiny.  We  need 
its  fertile  lands  and  vast  forests.  It  is  equal  in  beauty  and  natural  rich- 
ness to  the  famous  southwestern  Virginia  section  which  it  adjoins.  As  a 
matter  of  justice  to  the  patriotic  citizenship  that  dwells  in  the  counties  of 
Alleghany,  Ashe,  and  Watauga,  the  State  should  aid  in  securing  for  them 
railroad  transportation  for  their  development  and  for  our  mutual  benefit. 

FREIGHT    RATES. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  administration  freight  was  hauled  from  the  north 
and  the  northwest  through  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  delivered  to 
the  cities  of  Virginia  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  carriers  would  stop  this  same 
class  of  freight  and  deliver  it  to  the  cities  of  North  Carolina.  By  this  lower 
rate  the  merchants  of  Virginia  were  enabled  to  sell  goods  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  cheaper  than  the  merchants  of  North  Carolina  could  sell  the 
same  class  of  goods  at  their  very  doors.  Business  was  obliged  to  leave  the 
State.     The  cities  of  Virginia  flourished  at  our  expense. 

The  Federal  Government  had  jurisdiction  of  this  question.  The  injustice 
was  indefensible.  The  people  of  North  Carolina  had  borne  it  for  many  years. 
In  1915  this  unjust  discrimination  was  remedied  to  a  large  extent.  Public 
opinion  was  the  compelling  power.  It  found  expression  through  the  Just 
Freight  Rate  Association  and  encouragement  in  a  General  Assembly  that  was 
ready  to  go  to  the  limit  to  compel  justice  and  secure  the  rights  of  the  people 
of  North  Carolina.  Earnest  men  held  meetings  in  various  cities.  The  wrong 
was  exposed,  the  General  Assembly  was  called  in  extra  session.  The  diffi- 
culties were  great,  and  while  complete  equity  was  not  obtained,  the  remedy 
was  substantial.  Under  present  conditions  North  Carolina  wholesale  mer- 
chants have  the  advantage  in  our  territoy  over  competitors  in  any  other 
State. 

By  this  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1913  a  statute  was  passed 
for  the  reduction  of  intrastate  freight  rates.     In  accordance  with  the  power 
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confered  upon  the  Governor,  a  commission  was  appointed  to  fix  transporta- 
tion charges  within  the  State.  The  report  of  this  commission  was  accepted 
by  the  people,  by  the  carriers,  and  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  railroads 
have  sought  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  raise  some  of  our 
State  schedules,  but  in  all  controversies  the  State  has  prevailed,  and  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  commission  are  now  established. 

By  the  reduction  of  interstate  rates  and  intrastate  rates  our  people  have 
saved  by  careful  estimate  two  million  dollars  a  year.  The  spirit  of  progress 
has  been  relieved  from  unjust  oppression.  Commercial  and  industrial  enter- 
prises have  been^encouraged  and  established.  A  prosperity  has  come  that 
could  not  have  resulted  under  former  conditions. 

There  is  another  phase  of  this  subject  that  I  would  impress  upon  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  upon  the  Corporation  Commission,  and  upon  the  people  of  the 
State.  Freight  originating  in  North  Carolina  is  entitled  to  a  decided  advan- 
tage upon  all  such  merchandise.  The  haul  is  much  shorter.  Making  all  fair 
allowances,  this  freight  originating  in  North  Carolina  going  south  should 
bear  an  average  tariff  of  20  cents  less  on  the  hundred  pounds.  There  is  no 
justification  for  fixing  the  same  tariff  upon  southbound  freight  for  the  two 
States,  when  the  Virginia  freight  must  be  hauled  through  the  State  of  North 
Carolina.  We  are  entitled  to  the  advantage  of  our  geographical  situation,  and 
we  should  not  rest  content  until  this  unjust  discrimination  be  corrected. 
Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty. 

In  recent  years  the  rairoads  have  manifested  a  disposition  and  a  desire  to 
treat  the  people  with  fairness  and  to  conduct  and  to  regulate  their  business  in 
accordance  with  a  well  conceived  public  sentiment.  Their  managers  are  men 
of  patriotism  and  broad  views.  I  hope  for  the  continuation  of  peace  and 
cooperation  between  the  people  and  the  carriers  for  mutual  welfare  in  just 
regard  to  all  concerned. 

The  State  has  done  the  future  well.  She  is  just  emerging  into  her  strength. 
Destiny  calls.  She  can  accomplish  vastly  more.  Higher  things  demand  to  be 
done.  To  the  energy,  the  faith  and  genius  of  our  people,  the  future  is  unfold- 
ing in  sublime  revelation. 

"But,  oh,  not  the  hills  of  Habersham, 

And,  oh,  not  the  valleys  of  Hall 
Avail:     I  am  fain  for  to  water  the  plain. 
Downward  the  voices  of  Duty  call — 
Downward,  to  toil,  and  be  mixed  with  the  main, 
The  dry  fields  burn,  and  the  mills  are  to  turn, 
And  a  myriad  flowers  mortally  yearn, 
And  the  lordly  main  from  beyond  the  plain 

Calls  o'er  the  hills  of  Habersham, 

Calls  through  the  valleys  of  Hall." 

EDUCATION. 

But  material  development  is  not  the  object  of  man's  highest  endeavor.  Life, 
not  economics,  is  the  purpose  of  society — the  ultimate  aim  of  civilization.  All 
wealth  and  all  laws  and  all  governments  must  have  as  their  purpose  a 
fuller  and  a  finer  life,  a  better  social  order.    In  the  day  of  our  prosperity  we 
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must  not  forget  our  institutions  of  learning.  We  must  not  forget  the  places 
where  children  and  men  and  women  are  educated  to  the  higher  conceptions. 
I  do  not  like  our  boast  that  we  are  running  the  cheapest  university  and  the 
cheapest  normal  schools  in  the  world.  We  need  the  best  in  the  world.  These 
institutions  have  done  splendid  and  indispensable  work.  They  must  grow 
or  we  go  backward.  Hope  must  not  be  denied  to  aspiring  youth.  Who  can 
estimate  the  worth  of  our  university,  the  normal  schools,  the  denominational 
colleges,  the  public  schools?  Our  intellectual  and  moral  growth  must  be 
commensurate  with  our  material  growth.  We  rejoice  that  the  old  log  school- 
houses  have  disappeared,  that  now  in  every  community  there  is  a  school 
building  the  pride  of  that  community  and  equal  to  the  college  buildings  of 
the  days  of  our  childhood.  These  measure  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  The 
patriotic  citizens  of  North  Carolina  willingly  pay  taxes  for  the  education  of 
the  young.  They  are  not  willing  that  our  educational  institutions  should  not 
develop  with  the  increasing  demands  of  the  age.  Facilities  must  be  provided 
for  the  boys  and  girls  in  North  Carolina  who  are  eager  for  the  strength  and 
equipment  of  life. 

INSTITUTIONS. 

During  my  administration  every  institution  in  this  State  and  every  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Government  has  been  subjected  to  the  most  thorough  in- 
vestigation. Everything  has  been  uncovered.  No  dishonesty  has  been  any- 
where found.  The  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  has  done  its  work  fear- 
lessly and  without  favoritism.     The  institutions  are  of  the  highest  order. 

We  are  expending  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  every  year  in  taking 
care  of  the  insane,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the  blind  and  the  feeble-minded.  This 
is  an  obligation  that  no  State  can  avoid;  for  if  in  the  days  of  our  good  for- 
tune we  do  not  remember  them,  our  hearts  would  be  hardened  and  our  land 
would  be  accursed.  And  when,  according  to  the  plan  of  the  last  General  As- 
sembly, we  build  the  new  school  for  the  blind,  let  us  not  be  more  niggardly 
to  them  than  any  other  State. 

The  Jackson  Training  School  for  youthful  derelicts  is  doing  a  noble  work. 
Humane  consideration  for  wayward  boys  demands  its  enlargement. 

soldiers'  home. 

We  have  not  forgotten  the  soldiers  of  the  Confederacy.  We  have  provided 
for  them  a  home,  clean  and  comfortable,  kept  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency. 
These  veterans  are  fast  disappearing.  They  are  all  disabled  by  age  and  by 
the  wounds  and  the  hardships  of  war.  Our  privilege  to  help  them  is  closing, 
for  the  captains  and  the  soldiers  are  departing. 


It  is  noble  to  provide  for  the  sick  and  the  afflicted,  but  the  prevention  of 
disease  of  mind  and  of  body  is  the  aim  of  the  higher  and  wiser  humanity. 
This  is  the  task  for  modern  pathology.  Men  and  women  and  children  suffer 
and  die  from  causes  that  can  be  removed.  They  are  deaf  and  dumb  and  are 
stricken  with  blindness  and  insanity,  condemned  to  lives  of  darkness  and 
hopelessness,  not  by  the  inscrutable  decree  of  Providence,  but  by  the  failure  of 
society  to  protect  them  against  the  enemy  more  cruel  than  death. 
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The  State  has  no  duty  more  imperative  than  the  conservation  and  the 
promotion  of  health.  Four  years  ago  the  General  Assembly  passed  the  vital 
statistics  law.  It  has  done  immense  good  in  ascertaining  the  causes  of  disease 
and  death.  The  work  for  the  prevention  of  disease  has  been  stimulated.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  is  waging  a  campaign  of  energy  and  intelligence 
against  tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever  and  malaria — such  diseases  that  can  be 
exterminated  by  intelligent  and  determined  action.  Many  counties  have  em- 
ployed health  officers.  They  are  doing  good  work,  but  as  yet  the  health  work 
is  by  the  county  as  a  unit.  The  conservation  of  health  is  not  a  local  question. 
The  State  has  aft  interest.  The  State  Board  of  Health  should  have  general 
supervision  of  this  work,  and  each  community  should  have  the  benefit  of  its 
expert  knowledge  and  wide  experience.  This  board  should  have  power  to 
know  by  systematic  reports  the  condition  and  the  work  in  each  locality. 
Such  correlation  and  publicity  would  increase  efficiency  and  excite  emulation 
by  every  health  officer  in  the  State.  The  State  Board  should  be  given  the 
power  to  enforce  any  reasonable  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious 
diseases.  Modern  facilities  for  travel  give  wings  to  disease.  Infantile  paraly- 
sis, scarlet  fever,  and  other  contagions  may  in  a  day  be  transported  to  distant 
counties  for  the  establishment  of  new  centers  of  infection,  with  dire  calamity. 
The  State  law  provides  no  protection  against  this.  The  Federal  statute  pro- 
vides against  interstate  contagion,  but  there  is  no  State  statute  to  protect 
against  inter-county  contagion. 

North  Carolina  has  the  largest  birth  rate  as  to  white  children  of  any 
State  in  the  Union — more  babies  per  capita  than  any  other  country.  This 
"infant  industry"  deserves  and  demands  protection.  They  are  the  most  de- 
sirable immigrants,  thoroughbred  from  Norman  and  Saxon  sires. 


During  the  last  four  years  the  State's  Prison  has  been  successful  beyond 
precedent.  Above  all  expenses  of  every  kind  it  has  earned  for  the  State  the 
net  sum  of  $350,000.  To  the  superintendent  of  the  Prison,  the  board  of  direc- 
tors and  their  subordinates  credit  must  be  given  for  this  result.  The  insti- 
tution has  been  managed  with  ability,  honesty,  economy,  and  in  humane  con- 
sideration  for  the  prisoner.  This  money  has  been  made  for  the  State  by  the 
work  of  the  prisoners  on  the  State  farm,  on  the  State  highways,  on  the 
railroads,  and  at  the  quarries  and  dams  of  the  Yadkin  River. 

The  making  of  money  for  the  State  is  not  the  principal  purpose  of  prison 
management.  In  this  floodtide  of  prosperity  and  plenty  the  families  of  most 
of  the  prisoners  were  in  need  of  food  and  raiment.  In  many  instances  women 
and  children  were  destitute.  The  poor  little  ones  suffer  in  winter.  To  me 
it  seemed  just,  and  to  the  Prison  Board  it  seemed  just,  that  out  of  the  earn- 
ings of  the  unfortunates  a  small  amount  be  sent  to  their  scanty  needy  homes 
to  relieve  some  distress,  and  as  a  testimonial  of  justice  and  sympathy.  This 
seemed  especially  appropriate  in  these  days  of  good-will  and  benevolence. 
Some  may  criticise  this  act  as  unauthorized,  and  object  to  it  as  an  unsafe 
precedent,  but  if  this  General  Assembly  condemn  it,  every  dollar  of  the  money 
will  be  returned.  "  'Swear,'  said  the  captious  Roman  tribune  to  the  consul, 
'swear  that  you  have  observed  the  laws.'  'I  swear,'  said  the  consul,  'that  I 
have  served  the  Republic'  "     And  we,  too,  in  this  have  obeyed  the  law  of 
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humanity  and  righteousness,  and  done  the  will  of  the  people  of  North 
Carolina. 

I  hope  that  this  General  Assembly  will  by  statute,  consistent  with  the 
economic  welfare  of  the  prison,  provide  for  some  return  to  the  dependent, 
needy  families  of  prisoners  in  times  of  prosperity  like  these. 

I  do  not  believe  in  "coddling"  criminals.  Crime  must  be  punished.  Justice 
is  stern.  The  innocent  suffer  for  the  sins  of  the  guilty.  It  was  so  declared 
on  Sinai.  It  is  the  inexorable  decree.  But  the  law  grows  "with  the  growing 
humanity  of  the  age,  and  broadens  with  the  process  of  the  suns."  At  the 
final  judgment,  in  divine  commiseration  may  be  spoken  of  us,  too:  "I  was 
in  prison  and  ye  ministered  unto  me  .  .  .  For  inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me." 

Out  of  the  surplus  already  earned  by  the  institution,  this  General  Assembly, 
in  obedience  to  the  plainest  duty,  should  allow  and  direct  the  board  of  di- 
rectors to  build  on  the  Caledonia  Farm  a  modern  prison,  equipped  with 
appurtenances  and  appliances  for  the  proper  care,  custody,  and  training  of 
the  State's  convicts.  It  seems  to  be  the  established  policy  of  the  State  to 
maintain  this  farm  as  the  place  of  penal  servitude.  The  buildings  there  are 
not  adequate  and  no  longer  tolerable.  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  the  con- 
tinued maintenance  of  the  Central  Prison  at  Raleigh.  The  whole  institution 
can  be  centralized  at  Caledonia. 


During  my  term  of  office  pardons  and  commutations  have  been  granted  to 
428  persons  convicted  in  the  courts.  Most  of  these  convictions  were  for  mis^ 
demeanors,  and  in  many  cases  judgments  were  pronounced  in  contemplation  of 
a  conditional  pardon,  with  the  object  of  restraining  the  offender  from  further 
violations  of  law.  In  my  opinion,  such  judgments  are  not  in  accordance  with 
the  proper  administration  of  justice.  It  places  upon  the  Executive  the  labor 
and  the  responsibility  that  belongs  to  the  courts,  and  the  courts  have  the 
opportunity  to  accurately  ascertain  the  facts.  The  court  might  be  invested  with 
power  to  pronounce  conditional  and  indeterminate  sentences,  but  the  judg- 
ments of  the  courts  should  be  pronounced  as  a  finality. 

I  have  granted  no  pardon  nor  commutation  except  upon  the  conclusion, 
after  most  careful  consideration,  that  justice  and  humanity  demanded  it. 
In  each  case  the  facts  have  been  fairly  stated  with  the  reasons.  The  press 
of  the  State  has  generally  approved.  The  disappointment  and  sorrow  of  those 
whose  petitions  have  been  denied  have  touched  me  deeper  than  criticisms  for 
judgments  that  to  me  seemed  just  and  merciful. 

During  my  term  seventeen  men  have  been  punished  by  death.  I  have  spared 
human  life  unless  the  extreme  penalty  was  justified  by  the  evidence  and  de- 
manded by  the  law. 

THE  FLOODS. 

On  the  16th  of  last  July  a  great  flood  wrought  disaster  in  western  North 
Carolina.  There  has  been  no  such  sweep  of  waters  since  the  country  was 
settled  by  the  white  people.  The  flood-gates  of  heaven  were  lifted  and  the 
deluge  poured  down.  The  sides  of  the  mountains  were  torn  loose.  The  val- 
leys were  flooded  by  raging  torrents.  Trees,  crops,  buildings,  roads,  railroads, 
and  the  land  itself  were  swept  away.     Animals  could  not  escape,  and  many 
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human  beings  were  lost.  The  homes  and  fertile  fields  by  the  rivers  were  de- 
stroyed. The  rich  bottom-lands  of  the  Yadkin,  the  Catawba,  and  tributaries 
were  turned  to  desert  wastes. 

In  this  overwhelming  disaster  the  people  were  bewildered.  They  were  for 
a  time  without  food  and  shelter.  When  the  extent  of  the  calamity  became 
known  the  people  of  the  State  nobly  responded.  Eagerly,  generously  they 
gave,  not  in  the  spirit  of  condescending  charity,  but  in  the  discharge  of  an 
obligation  to  the  unfortunate  of  their  own  race  and  kindred. 

Mr.  Edward  E.  Britton  was  made  chairman  of  the  State  Relief  Committee. 
More  than  $4-5,008  have  been  received  by  him.  Local  committees  were  or- 
ganized in  every  county  that  had  been  stricken.  Through  the  various  local 
organizations  at  least  $50,000  more  have  been  contributed.  All  destitution 
was  relieved.  There  has  been  no  suffering.  At  present  there  is  money  in 
the  hands  of  the  chairman  of  the  committe  in  each  county  that  has  asked  for 
relief.  Before  the  holidays  $17,000  were  sent  out.  The  leading  men  in  the 
State  offered  their  services  without  compensation,  and  went  to  carry  relief 
and  encouragement.  Neighbors  divided  with  the  needy  whatever  they  had, 
and  throughout  the  State  the  finest  spirit  of  sympathy  was  manifest  in  con- 
tributions by  all  classes  of  people. 

PRESERVATION    OF    FORESTS. 

The  forests  of  North  Carolina  furnish  annually  a  product  of  immense  value. 
On  the  Coastal  Plain  and  in  the  mountains  we  once  had  a  forest  and  a  timber 
supply  unsurpassed  in  any  country.  A  vast  portion  of  this  has  disappeared 
by  unwise  and  wasteful  cuttings.  The  pine  of  the  east  and  the  hardwood  of 
the  mountains  would  readily  come  again  on  our  fertile  soil  if  properly  pro- 
tected. The  lumberman  should  be  controlled  by  laws  for  the  economic  use  of 
the  forest.  Destruction  by  fire  should  be  prevented.  Though  the  fairest  part 
of  this  inheritance  of  ours  is  gone,  much  remains,  and  can  be  saved  for  this 
and  the  next  generation.  The  sources  of  supply  of  the  rivers  that  water  the 
plains  and  turn  the  wheels  of  industry  can  be  protected  and  conserved.  Ruin- 
ous floods  can  be  to  a  large  extent  prevented. 

MOUNT   MITCHELL. 

Under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1913  the  State  has  a  clear  title  to 
about  600  acres  on  and  around  the  summit  of  Mount  Mitchell.  This  area  is 
covered  with  a  virgin  growth  of  luxuriant  spruce  and  balsam.  Around  this 
section  now  owned  by  the  State  the  forest  has  been  mowed  down  by  lumber- 
men. The  dry  resinous  debris  is  most  inflammable.  After  the  lumberman, 
conflagrations  with  terrific  havoc  have  swept  these  mountain  areas,  leaving 
the  vast  slopes  a  backened  desolation.  But  for  the  purchase  by  the  State, 
the  whole  of  Mount  Mitchell  would  be  a  barren  waste.  Now,  as  far  as  this 
majestic  mountain,  the  highest  east  of  the  Rockies,  can  be  seen,  the  dark 
green  of  its  summit  is  discernible  above  the  ruin.  A  railroad  runs  from  the 
town  of  Black  Mountain  to  the  edge  of  the  park  established  by  the  State. 
Its  terminus  is  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  top.  Thousands  of 
people  visit  this  mountain  during  the  summer.  Each  year  multiplies  the 
number.    The  State  should  recognize  and  regulate  this  railroad  as  a  common 
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carrier  of  passengers,  and  should  confer  upon  the  Governor  the  power  to  ap- 
point a  commission  composed  of  patriotic,  interested  citizens  to  serve  without 
pay,  for  the  protection  and  the  management  of  the  park  on  the  summit  of 
Mount  Mitchell.  General  Julian  S.  Carr  has  consented  to  head  a  committee 
for  the  building  of  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell  upon  this  mountain. 
This  insures  a  structure  suitable  to  the  solemnity  and  majesty  of  the  sublime 
height,  the  most  famous  in  eastern  America. 

FISHERIES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1915  enacted  a  law  for  the  regulation  of  the  fish- 
ing industry  and  for  the  conservation  of  the  fish  of  eastern  North  Carolina. 
Our  waters  have  been  and  are  the  source  of  a  valuable  food  supply.  They 
have  been  wastefully  exploited  and  the  yield  largely  diminished.  But  by 
wise  and  economic  management  conditions  will  improve  and  the  fishing  in- 
dustry be  restored  for  the  welfare  of  the  whole  State,  and  the  eastern  section 
especially. 

The  law  of  1915  has  been  administered  by  proficient  men  who  have  earn- 
estly devoted  themselves  to  the  important  work.  Heretofore  the  subject  has 
been  dealt  with  as  local,  but  now  as  one  of  State  concern  properly  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State.  These  waters  are  not  private  property.  Opposition 
has  been  encountered.  The  Fisheries  Commission  Board  and  executive  officers 
have  enforced  the  law  firmly,  but  with  discretion  and  consideration.  The 
healthy  public  sentiment  now  approves.  The  people  are  coming  to  realize 
that  this  law  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  fishing  industry  from 
destruction,  for  the  ultimate  good  of  the  fishermen,  and  for  the  good  of  the 
public.  We  have  the  most  valuable  fishing  waters  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and 
must  not  allow  them  to  be  destroyed. 

MOBILIZATION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

During  the  month  of  June  the  National  Guard  was  called  to  mobilize  for 
the  defense  of  the  southern  border  and  to  meet  the  dangers  that  threatened. 
The  soldiers  of  every  company  in  the  State  willingly  volunteered.  Some  went 
at  much  sacrifice,  but  they  did  not  complain.  At  El  Paso,  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier  General  Laurence  W.  Young,  they  have  distinguished  themselves 
for  discipline  and  for  military  training  and  efficiency.  They  have  reflected 
credit  upon  the  State  in  peace,  and  were  ready  with  courage  and  patriotism 
of  their  fathers  to  carry  the  flag  to  the  farthest  front  of  battle.  The  love 
and  the  admiration  of  the  folks  at  home  have  been  with  them,  and  we  hope 
for  their  return  as  soon  as  their  presence  on  the  Rio  Grande  is  no  longer 
demanded. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  these  brave  men  in  the  service  of  their  country  were 
in  the  last  election  deprived  of  the  right  of  franchise.  We  need  a  statute 
to  enable  any  citizen  of  this  State  to  cast  his  vote  when  away  from  home 
by  unavoidable  necessity. 


In  this  State  every  citizen,  every  corporation,  every  legitimate  enterprise 
has  had  and  should  forever  have  the  protection  and  the  encouragement  of 
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just  laws  and  fair  and  honest  government.  The  civic  purpose  and  effort  has 
been  to  guarantee  universal  opportunity  and  the  betterment  of  all  the  ranks  of 
society. 

And  now  we  should  remember  with  devout  gratitude  that  we  dwell  in  this 
land  of  freedom,  of  prosperity  and  peace.  "With  the  Hebrew  poet  we  can 
say:   "How  goodly  are  thy  tents,  O  Jacob;  and  thy  tabernacle,  0  Israel." 

We  have  been  kept  out  of  war  in  accordance  with  the  highest  conception 
of  honor  and  duty.  This  Nation  has  stood  for  the  law  of  civilization,  for  the 
freedom  of  the  seas,  for  the  rights  of  American  citizens  in  all  lands.  Every 
American  demand  has  been  acknowledged,  and  every  American  right  has  been 
conceded.  The  Schoolmaster  of  Princeton  College  has  become  the  world 
teacher  of  a  new  doctrine  of  diplomacy.  His  dogmas  of  righteousness  are 
more  powerful  than  forty-two  centimeter  guns.  He  has  dictated  to  militant 
kings  and  emperors  the  principles  of  humanity  and  has  exalted  the  majesty  of 
justice  above  all  thrones. 

While  the  countries  across  the  Atlantic  are  consumed  by  the  vast  con- 
flagration of  desolation;  while  Europe  is  crushed  and  bleeding;  while  the 
flower  of  her  men  have  been  destroyed  and  are  halt  and  maimed  and  blind 
and  maniac  by  the  savaged  weapons  of  this  war;  while  all  her  women  and 
children  are  in  mourning;  while  lurid,  ghastly,  and  relentless  War  still 
strikes  and  strikes  with  unabated  fury,  and  reaps  his  boundless  harvest  of 
death  and  destruction,  we  have  been  spared.  And  we  have  been  spared 
through  the  wisdom,  the  patience,  the  steadfast  courage  of  this  great  servant 
of  God,  for  the  realization  of  the  larger  destiny  of  this  Republic,  in  the  final 
exaltation  of  peace  and  righteousness  in  all  of  the  earth.  For  when  ex- 
hausted Europe  shall  throw  down  the  weapons  of  torture  and  murder,  when 
peoples  that  drink  the  cup  of  trembling  in  the  horror  of  great  darkness  shall 
behold  the  radiance  of  the  coming  day,  Woodrow  Wilson  will  stand  forth  as 
the  prophet  and  the  arbiter  of  peace  for.  the  world,  to  point  the  nations  to 
the  higher  way  of  truth,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  just.

MESSAGE  FROM   THE  GOVERNOR. 

A  message  is  received  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina: 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  President  Menocal  of  the  Republic  of 
Cuba  has  issued  a  decree  ordering  the  withdrawal  of  the  petition  which  the 
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Republic  of  Cuba  recently  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
with  the  view  of  enforcing  the  payment  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  of 
"Reconstruction  bonds,"  amounting  to  more  than  two  million  dollars. 

I  have  received  from  Senator  Overman  the  following  telegram:  "Being 
informed  from  the  recent  debate  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  for  the  first  time, 
of  the  real  character  of  the  North  Carolina  repudiated  bonds,  the  Cuban 
Government  informed  me  this  morning  that  these  bonds  were  donated  by 
American  bondholders  to  a  charitable  institution  in  Cuba,  and  not  to  the 
Cuban  Government,  and  that  the  Republic  of  Cuba  had  revoked  the  decree 
authorizing  the^uit  against  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  validate  these 
bonds." 

The  decree  of  President  Menocal  is  as  follows: 

"The  Minister  of  Cuba  to  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  make  public 
that  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Cuba  has  dictated  a  decree  in  date  of 
January  the  4th,  1917,  the  more  important  part  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Whereas  the  necessary  claim  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons 
has  been  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States; 

"Whereas,  by  the  terms  in  which  the  question  is  presented  the  Government 
does  not  hold  convenient  to  its  interests  and  ends  to  continue  the  suit  begun 
against  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
coupons: 

"At  the  proposal  of  the  Secretary  of  Justice,  I  resolve  to  revoke  and  leave 
without  force  the  decree  No.  1438,  of  July,  1916,  and  therefore  without  effect 
the  appointment  therein  made  as  attorneys  of  Messrs.  Marcus  H.  Burnstine 
and  Guillermo  Portela  y  Moller,  to  whom  this  shall  be  made  known,  to  the 
proper  objects  and  consequences. 

"The  Secretary  of  Justice  is  encharged  with  the  execution  of  this  decree. 

"The  Minister  of  Cuba  to  the  United  States  is  also  authorized  to  state  that 
the  claim  has  been  made  only  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Chari- 
ties, though  according  to  law  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  Justice  were 
called  upon  to  give  the  powers  of  attorney  for  the  presentation  of  the  claim." 

On  Tuesday,  the  2d  day  of  January,  Senator  Lee  S.  Overman  of  North 
Carolina  introduced  a  resolution  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  for  the 
purpose  of  instituting  an  inquiry  to  ascertain  how  and  from  whom  the 
Republic,  of  Cuba  secured  these  bonds.  In  his  remarks  to  the  Senate  on  the 
resolution  Senator  Overman  strongly  set  forth  the  lawless  constitution  of 
the  General  Assembly  that  provided  for  their  issue,  and  the  dishonesty  and 
debauchery  of  the  whole  scheme. 

The  discussion  by  Senator  Overman  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  gave  wide 
publicity  to  the  character  of  the  bonds,  to  their  dishonor  and  repudiation 
by  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

When,  from  this  discussion,  the  Government  of  Cuba  became  informed  of 
the  facts,  the  President  of  Cuba  dictated  the  decree  above  set  forth,  revoking 
the  authority  for  bringing  the  suit  against  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and 
directing  that  the  petition  be  withdrawn. 

We  are  deeply  gratified  that  the  Republic  of  Cuba  has  refused  to  partici- 
pate or  be  a  party  to  the  methods  that  have  been  employed  by  the  holders 
of  these  dishonored  bonds. 

We  have  had  an  abiding  interest  and  fraternal  feeling  for  the  people  of 
Cuba,  and  in  the  war  for  her  emancipation  our  soldiers  bore  a  conspicuous 
part.     With   pride   and   gratification   we   have   watched    the   development   of 
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the  island  republic,  and  rejoice  now  that  she  has  generously  and  gladly 
removed  all  cause  of  any  estrangement  between  us. 

We  hoped  from  the  beginning  that  the  Republic  of  Cuba  was  imposed  upon 
as  to  the  facts  of  these  bonds  before  filing  this  petition  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States. 

We  rejoice  that  Cuba,  as  the  States  of  the  Union,  after  ascertaining  the 
facts,  has  refused  to  be  a  party  to  the  unrighteous  transaction. 

The  attorneys  for  the  State  were  confident  of  prevailing  in  the  action 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  if  tried  to  a  conclusion.  They 
had  prepared  the  case  for  presentation  with  diligence  and  ability,  and  had 
filed  briefs  which  gave  evidence  of  profound  thought  and  long  and  thorough 
research. 

The  determination  of  the  Republic  of  Cuba  to  withdraw  this  action  accom- 
plishes substantially  what  we  would  have  secured  by  a  favorable  judgment 
in  the  Supreme  Court.  By  the  action  of  Cuba  we  have  obtained  this  satis- 
factory result  without  the  uncertainty  and  large  expense  of  a  lawsuit. 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  high  sense 
of  duty  of  Senator  Overman  to  her,  and  his  valuable  services  in  this  situation 
fraught  with  anxiety  and  danger.  The  resolution  and  discussion  by  him  in 
the  United  States  Senate,  and  the  consequent  withdrawal  of  the  action  by 
the  Republic  of  Cuba,  has  given  international  publicity  to  the  invalidity  and 
the  dishonor  of  these  bonds. 

This  action  by  Senator  Overman  is  characteristic  of  the  alertness  and 
devotion  of  the  State's  representatives  at  Washington  to  her  every  interest.

RULES. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate 
shall  have  adjourned,  and  a  quorum  heing  present,  the  Journal  of  the  preced- 
ing day  shall  be  read  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate,  to  the  end 
that  any  mistake  may  be  corrected. 

2.  After  reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal,  the  order  of  business  shall 
be  as  follows: 

(1)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(2)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(3)  Announcement  of  petitions,  bills  and  resolutions. 

(4)  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  day. 

(5)  Special  orders. 

(6)  General   orders.      First,   bills   and   resolutions   on    third    reading; 

second,  bills  and  resolutions  on  second  reading;  but  messages 
from  the  Governor  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  communi- 
cations and  reports  from  State  officers,  and  reports  from  the 
Committees  on  Engrossed  Bills  and  Enrolled  Bills  may  be  re- 
ceived and  acted  on  under  any  order  of  business. 

POWERS    AND   DUTIES    OF   THE   PRESIDENT. 

3.  He  shall  take  the  chair  promptly  at  the  appointed  time  and  proceed  with 
the  business  of  the  Senate  according  to  the  rules  adopted.  At  any  time  during 
the  absence  of  the  President  the  President  pro  tempore,  who  shall  be  elected, 
shall  preside,  and  he  is  hereby  vested  during  such  time  with  all  powers  of 
the  President  except  that  of  giving  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  tie  when  he 
shall  have  voted  as  a  Senator.

committee  and  member  making  the  same;  if  a  bill,  a  statement  of  its  title, 
which  shall  contain  a  brief  statement  of  the  subject  or  contents  of  the  bill, 
with  his  name:  and  all  bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  and  memorials  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Clerk  and  by  him  handed  to  the  President  to  be  by  him  re- 
ferred, and  he  shall  announce  the  titles  and  references  of  the  same,  which 
shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

8.  All  motions  s^hall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the  President  or 
any  Senator,  delivered  at  the  table  and  read  by  the  President  or  Clerk  before 
the  same  shall  be  debated:  but  any  such  motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  the 
introducer  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

9.  If  any  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions  it  shall  be  divided 
by  the  President,  at  the  request  of  any  Senator:  Provided,  each  subdivision, 
if  left  to  itself,  shall  form  a  substantive  proposition. 

10.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  a  division  by  counting 
shall  be  had,  no  Senator  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house,  nor  when  a 
Senator  is  speaking  pass  between  him  and  the  President. 

11.  Every  Senator  wishing  to  speak  or  debate,  or  to  present  a  petition  or 
other  paper,  or  to  make  a  motion  or  report,  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  ad- 
dress the  President,  and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  him. 
No  Senator  shall  speak  or  debate  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  thirty 
minutes  on  the  same  day  on  the  same  subject  without  leave  of  the  Senate, 
and  when  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at  once  the  President  shall  name  the 
Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 

12.  Every  Senator  who  shall  be  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  the 
question  is"  stated  by  the  chair  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  he  shall  be  ex- 
cused by  the  Senate  or  unless  he  be  directly  interested  in  the  question,  and 
the  bar  of  the  Senate  shall  include  the  entire  Senate  Chamber. 

13.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  for  recess  shall  be  affirmatively  deter- 
mined, no  member  or  officer  shall  leave  his  place  until  adjournment  or  recess 
shall  be  declared  by  the  President.

16.  The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine  all  bills,  amendments, 
and  resolutions  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  and  make 
a  report  when  they  find  them  correctly  engrossed:  Provided,  that  when  a 
bill  is  typewritten  and  has  no  interlineations  therein,  and  has  passed  the 
Senate  without  amendment,  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  without  engross- 
ment, unless  otherwise  ordered. 

17.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  shall  carefully  examine  all  bills  and 
resolutions  appropriating  or  paying  any  moneys  out  of  the  State  Treasury, 
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keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  same,  and  report  to  the  Senate  from  time  to 
time. 

18.  Every  report  of  the  committee  upon  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall 
not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making  the  same,  or  laid  on  the  table  by 
a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  stand  upon  the  general  orders  with  the  bill  or 
resolution;  and  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  show  that  a  majority  of  the 
committee  were  present  and  voted. 

19.  That  no  committee  shall  be  composed  of  more  than  nine  members  un- 
less the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  without  objection  from  the  Senate,  ap- 
point a  greater  number  on  any  committee. 

^ON   GENERAL  ORDERS   AND   SPECIAL  ORDERS. 

20.  Any  bill  or  other  matter  may  be  made  a  special  order  for  a  particular 
day  or  hour  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators  voting,  and  if  it  shall  not 
be  completed  on  .that  day  it  shall  be  returned  to  its  place  on  the  Calendar, 
unless  it  shall  be  made  a  special  order  for  another  day;  and  when  a  special 
order  is  under  consideration  it  shall  take  precedence  of  any  special  order 
or  subsequent  order  for  the  day,  but  such  subsequent  order  may  be  taken 
up  immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has  been  disposed  of. 

21.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being  passed,  and 
the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or 
third.  After  the  first  reading,  unless  a  motion  shall  be  made  by  some  Sen- 
ator, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  refer  the  subject  matter  to  an 
appropriate  committee.  No  bill  shall  be  amended  until  it  shall  have  been 
twice  read. 

PROCEEDINGS   WHEN   THERE    IS    NOT    A    QUORUM    VOTING. 

22.  If,  on  taking  the  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear  that  a  constitutional 
quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  the  bill  require  a  vote  of  a  certain  proportion  of 
all  the  Senators  to  pass  it,  and  it  appears  that  such  number  is  not  present, 
the  bill  shall  be  again  read  and  the  question  taken  thereon;  if  the  bill  fail 
a  second  time  for  the  want  of  the  necessary  number  being  present  and  voting, 
the  bill  shall  not  be  finally  lost,  but  shall  be  returned  to  the  Calendar  in  its 
proper  order. 

PRECEDENCE  OF   MOTIONS. 

23.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate  no  motion  shall  be  received  ex- 
cept those  herein  specified,  which  motions  shall  have  precedence  as  follows, 
viz: 

(1)  For  an  adjournment. 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(3)  For  the   previous   question. 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

(6)  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee. 

(7)  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 

(8)  To  Amend. 

(9)  To  substitute. 
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24.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?''  and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and 
debate.  If  this  question  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "main  ques- 
tion" shall  be  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  under 
consideration;  but  when  amendments  are  pending  the  question  shall  be  taken 
up  on  such  amendments,  in  their  order,  without  further  debate  or  amend- 
ment. However,  any  Senator  may  move  the  previous  question  and  may  re- 
strict the  same  to  an  amendment  or  other  matter  then  under  discussion.  If 
such  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question  shall  be  con- 
sidered  as   remaining  under   debate. 

25.  When  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made  and  pending  the 
second  thereto  by  a  majority,  debate  shall  cease,  and  only  a  motion  to  ad- 
journ or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order,  which  motions  shall  be  put  as 
follows:  Adjourn;  previous  question;  lay  on  the  table.  After  a  motion  for 
the  previous  question  is  made,  pending  a  second  thereto,  any  member  may 
give  notice  that  he  desires  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  bill  or  other  mat- 
ter under  consideration;  and  after  the  previous  question  is  seconded  such 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  offer  his  amendment  in  pursuance  of  such  notice. 

OTHER    QUESTIONS   TO   BE   TAKEX    WITHOUT   DEBATE. 

26.  The  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate,  and  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in. order  when  made  by  a 
Senator  entitled  to  the  floor. 

27.  The  respective  motions  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  commit,  shall 
preclude  debate  on  the  main  question. 

28.  All  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

29.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions,  and  the 
same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Senate 
without  debate. 

30.  Any  Senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting  may  make,  either 
immediately  before  or  after  the  vote  shall  have  been  called,  and  before  the 
result  shall  have  been  announced,  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  for  mak- 
ing such  request,  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken  without  debate.  Any 
Senator  may  explain  his  vote  on  any  bill  pending  by  obtaining  permission 
of  the  President  before  the  vote  is  put:  Provided,  that  not  more  than  three 
minutes  shall  be  consumed  in  such  explanation. 

QUESTIONS    THAT    REQUIRE    A    TWO-THIRDS   VOTE. 

31.  No  bill  or  resolution  on  its  third  reading  shall  be  acted  on  out  of  the 
regular  order  in  which  it  stands  on  the  Calendar,  and  no  bill  or  resolution 
shall  be  acted  upon  on  its  third  reading  the  same  day  on  which  it  passed  its 
second  reading  unless  so  ordered  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

32.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  on  the  day  of  its 
passage  except  on  the  last  day  of  the  session,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

33.  No  bill  or  resolution,  after  being  laid  upon  the  table  upon  motion,  shall 
be  taken  therefrom  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 
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DECORUM  IN  DEBATE. 

34.  No  remark  reflecting  personally  upon  the  action  of  any  Senator  shall  be 
in  order  in  debate  unless  preceded  by  a  motion  or  resolution  of  censure. 

35.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  take  his  seat  until 
the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  was  in  order  or  not;  if 
decided  to  be  out  of  order  he  shall  not  proceed  without  the  permission  of 
the  Senate,  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator;  and  if  a  Senator  is  called 
to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately  taken 
down  m  writing,  that  the  President  or  Senate  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge 
of  the  matter. 

MISCELLANEOUS    RULES. 

36.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  times  shall  be  pro- 
posed, the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  highest  sum  or  the  longest  time. 

37.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  Senator  who  shall  have  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in 
order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment  or  motion  upon 
which  the  vote  was  taken  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  posession  of  the  Senate; 
nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  *the 
same  day  or  the  next  following  legislative  day  on  which  the  vote  proposed  to 
be  reconsidered  shall  have  taken  place,  unless  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the 
Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  for  verbal  or  grammatical  errors  in  the  bills, 
when  the  same  may  be  made  at  any  time.  Nor  shall  any  question  be  recon- 
sidered more  than  once. 

38.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  take  their  place  upon  the  Calendar  ac- 
cording to  their  number,  and  shall  be  taken  up  in  reguar  order,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

39.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Senate  chamber  during  the 
sessions. 

40.  Senators  and  visitors  shall  uncover  their  heads  upon  entering  the 
Senate  chamber  while  the  Senate  is  in  session,  and  shall  continue  uncovered 
during  their  continuance  in  the  chamber. 

41.  No  Senator  or  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  depart  the  service  of  the 
Senate  without  leave,  or^receive  pay  as  a  Senator  or  officer  for  the  time  he  is 
absent  without  leave. 

42.  No  person  other  than  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  the  State, 
members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  unless  on 
invitation  of  the  President  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  permitted 
within  the  bar. 

43.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or  rescinded  except  on 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senators  present:  Provided,  that  a  majority  of  all 
the  Senators  elected  may  change  the  rules  at  any  time. 

44.  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  shall  convene,  they 
are  authorized  to  send  the  doorkeeper,  or  any  other  person,  for  any  or  all 
absent  Senators,  as  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present  shall  determine. 

45.  The  ayes  and  noes  may  be  called  for  on  any  question  before  the  vote 
is  taken,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  Senators  present,  the  question 
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shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  Journal. 

46.  When  any  committee  shall  decide  that  it  is  advisable  to  employ  a  clerk 
for  such  committee,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  first  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  Senate- for  such  employment,  and  if  the  Senate  shall  allow  the 
clerk  as  requested,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

47.  Every  bill  introduced  into  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  or  typewritten. 
Amendments  need  not  be  typewritten. 

48.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  provide  a  box  of  sufficient  size,  with  an 
opening  through  the  top.  for  the  reception  of  bills;  such  box  shall  be  kept 
under  lock  and  key  and  shall  be  stationed  on  the  Clerk's  desk.  The  President 
of  the  Senate  shall  have  in  his  charge  and  keeping  the  key  to  such  box.  All 
bills  which  are  to  be  introduced  into  the  Senate  shall  be  deposited  in  such 
box  before  the  session  begins.  At  the  proper  time  the  President  shall  open 
the  box  and  take  therefrom  the  bills.  Such  bills  shall  be  read  by  their  titles, 
which  reading  shall  constitute  the  first  reading  of  the  bill,  and  unless  other- 
wise disposed  of  shall  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee.  A  bill  may  be  in- 
troduced by  unanimous  consent  at  any  time  during  a  session. 

49.  The  Chief  Engrossing  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  as  his  assistants,  not  more  than  four 
competent  stenographers  and  typewriters.  Such  stenographers  and  type- 
writers shall  work  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engrossing 
Clerk.  They  shall  also  make  for  the  members  of  the  Senate  who  introduce  a 
bill,  without  extra  cost,  one  original  and  two  carbon  copies  of  all  bills. 

50.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  typewritten  in  duplicate,  original  and 
carbon,  the  original  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  as  the 
record,  and  the  other  (carbon)  copy  to  be  delivered  to  the  State  Printer. 

51.  That  in  case  of  adjournment  without  any  hour  being  named,  the  Senate 
shall  reconvene  the  next  legislative  day  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 

52.  All  bills  and  resolutions  reported  unfavorably  by  the  committee  to 
which  they  were  referred,  and  having  no  minority  report,  shall  lie  upon  the 
table,  but  may  be  taken  from  the  table  and  placed  upon  the  Calendar  at  the 
request  of  any  Senator. 

53.  When  a  bill  is  materially  modified  or  the  scope  of  its  application  ex- 
tended or  decreased,  or  if  the  county  or  counties  to  which  it  applies  be 
changed,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be  changed  by  the  Senator  introducing  the 
bill  or  by  the  committee  having  it  in  charge,  or  by  the  Engrossing  Clerk 
so  as  to  indicate  the  full  purport  of  the  bill  as  amended  and  the  county  or 
counties  to  which  it  applies. 

Upon  motion  of  Senator  McNider  the  report  is  adopted.

message  fkom  the  governor. 

A  message  is  received  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Upon  assuming  the  obligations  of  the  office  of  Governor,  I  felt  constrained 
to  say: 

"The  first  and  dearest  work  of  this  administration  will  be  a  supreme  effort 
to  translate  the  tenants  of  the  State  into  landlords.  Here  and  now,  in  the 
presence  of  God  and  those  witnesses,  I  consecrate  myself,  and  all  the  power 
and  prestige  of  my  office,  to  this  endeavor.  I  shall  neither  rest  nor  permit 
the  State  to  rest  until  every  honest,  industrious,  and  frugal  man  who  tills 
the  soil  has  a  decent  chance  to  own  it.  I  am  driven  to  this  undertaking 
by  the  tyranny  of  a  conviction  that  such  a  work  is  essential,  not  alone  to 
the  wholesome  development,  but  to  the  enduring  safety  of  the  State." 

The  first  step  in  the  redemption  of  this  solemn  pledge  was  the  preparation 
of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  the  exemption  from 
taxation  of  notes  and  mortgages  given  in  good  faith  for  the  purchase  price 
of  a  home  where  the  purchase  price  does  not  exceed  $3,000. 

This  bill  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Beasley  and  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tional Amendments  has  given  it  a  favorable  report.  The  bill  is  so  emi- 
nently just,  and  is  so  plainly  adapted  to  serve  the  ends  sought,  that  I  have 
heard  of  no  serious  opposition.  The  amendment  will  without  doubt  enable 
every  honest  and  industrious  man  who  desires  to  own  his  home  to  borrow 
the  money  with  which  to  buy  it.  Instead  of  such  a  man  having  to  run  down 
the  money  lender  and  pay  all  sorts  of  commissions  and  fees  to  procure  a 
loan,  the  money  lender  will  run  down  the  man  who  desires  to  become  a 
homesteader,  and  do  everything  in  his  power  to  aid  him  in  purchasing  a 
home.  I  earnestly  urge  that  this  bill  be  passed  at  once.  The  submission  of 
this  amendment  should  by  no  means  be  delayed  by  the  fact  that  a  call  for 
a  Constitutional  Convention  may  be  submitted  to  the  people.  There  is  ur- 
gent need  for  this  measure,  and  it  can  and  should  be  ratified  by  the  people 
before  a  Constitutional  Convention  could  assemble.  I  trust  that  no  member 
of  the  General  Assembly  will  offer  any  objection  to  the  immediate  considera- 
tion and  passage  of  this  bill  in  full.

message  from  the  house  of  representatives. 

A  message  is  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  transmitting  the 
following  bill,  which  is  read  the  first  time  and  disposed  of  as  follows: 
S.  B.  1094.  H.  B.  1098,  a  bill  to  raise  revenue. 
Placed  upon  the  Calendar. 

message  from  the  governor. 

A  message  is  received  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: — "The  crop  lien  is  a  curse  to  the 
landlord,  a  curse  to  the  tenant,  and  a  curse  to  the  merchant." 

So  said  a  member  of* the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  successful  farmers  in  the  State,  the  other  day.  In  so  saying  he 
voiced  the  registered  judgment  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
Farmers'  Union,  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  and  the  Bureau  of  Home  and  Farm 
Economics.  In  so  saying  he  verified  the  declaration  in  my  inaugural  ad- 
dress, that  "the  crop  lien  is  the  boll  weevil  of  North  Carolina,  the  pestilence 
that  walketh  in  the  darkness,  the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noonday." 

A  bill  designed  to  relieve  this  evil  was  prepared  by  the  State  Council  of 
the  Farmers'  Union  and  myself  and  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Person  and  in  the  House  by  Representative  MacRackan.  The  bill  is  no 
half-baked  measure,  but  is  the  result  of  years  of  study  and  a  most  intimate 
knowledge  of  actual  conditions.  I  know  the  crop-lien  system  at  both  ends 
and  in  the  middle,  and  I  know  that  the  bill  now  before  the  Senate  on  a 
favorable  report  will  ultimately  free  our  harvests  from  the  crop  lien's  deadly 
blight  and  prove  a  blessing  to  the  landlord,  the  tenant,  and  the  merchant. 

It  is  urged  that  the  enforcement  of  this  law  will  be  attended  with  some 
uncertainty.  Probably  so.  Again,  it  is  urged  that  the  law  may  work  an 
occasional  hardship.  This  is  possible.  The  processes  of  healing  and  adjust- 
ment are  ever  attended  with  a  measure  of  pain.  But  the  uncertainties  and 
the  hardships  possible  under  the  bill,  compared  with  the  burdens  of  the 
present  system,  are  as  the  little  finger  to  the  loin. 

The  bill  makes  no  attempt  to  fix  the  cash  price  at  which  articles  may  be 
sold.  This  is  left  entirely  to  competition  and  trade  conditions.  But  the  bill 
provides  that  when  the  cash  price  is  fixed  the  merchant,  the  landlord,  the 
money  lender  may  add  ten  per  cent  for  time  and  no  more?    Is  it  not  enough? 
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A  gentleman  said  to  me,  "How  about  the  negro  tenants  all  over  Eastern 
North  Carolina?"  I  answered,  "Ten  per  cent  for  six  months  time  is  enough 
bonus  for  a  'nigger'  to  pay." 

Another  critic  of  the  bill  said  to  me,  "The  cash  price  does  not  represent 
a  reasonable  profit  on  the  goods  sold."  I  answered,  "Then  the  man  who  buys 
on  time  pays  for  himself  and  also  for  the  man  who  buys  for  cash."  He  said, 
"That  is  true."  Then  said  I,  "The  poor  farmer  puts  his  toil  and  his  chattels 
in  bond  to  pay — 

1.  His  own  debts. 

2.  The  losses  sustained  by  the  merchant  on  the  shiftless  and  unworthy 
debtor. 

3.  The  losses  sustained  by  the  merchant  on  sales  to  the  rich  for  cash." 
The  critic  admitted  that  this  is  true. 

Can  the  General  Assembly  permit  such  an  iniquity  to  continue  and  expect 
me  to  tell  the  tenant  and  small  farmer  that  he  has  a  decent  chance  to  bet- 
ter his  condition?  I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  that  the  order  of  Egypt's  King  com- 
pelling' the  children  of  Israel  to  make  bricks  without  straw  was  a  study  in 
justice  and  generosity  compared  with  the  artistic  cruelty  that  saddles  upon 
the  one  honest,  industrious  tenant  his  own  necessities,  and  the  losses  sus- 
tained by  the  merchant  in  charging  the  rich  too  little  and  the  poor  too  much. 

The  task  this  administration  has  assigned  itself  is  to  do  for  the  agricul- 
tural development  of  the  State  a  work  that  will  at  least  resemble  the  work 
done  by  the  beloved  Aycock  for  our  educational  development.  I  am  irrevo- 
cably committed  and  consecrated  to  the  work  of  securing  for  the  men  and 
women  on  the  farms,  whose  lives  have  been  hard  and  empty,  a  measure  of 
joy  and  of  hope  they  have  never  known.  Their  faces,  pale  as  picked  cotton, 
are  before  me  always,  and  as  I  write  I  feel  the  pleading  touch  of  cold,  thin 
hands. 

Pass  this  measure!  Pass  it  just  as  it  is  written,  and  I  can  go  to  these 
little  ones  and  tell  them  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  Their  lot  will 
still  be  hard,  but  not  without  hope.  Deny  them  this  relief,  and  their  most 
frantic  efforts  to  gain  financial  freedom  will  only  leave  them  bruised  against 
an  iron  door.  T.  W.  Bickett. 

MESSAGE   FROM    THE   GOVERNOR, 

A  message  is  received  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: — I  transmit  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Printing  which  is  entitled  to  your 
serious  consideration.  T.  W.  Bickett. 

To  His  Excellency,  Hox.  Thomas  W.  Bickett, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina,  ttaleigh,  N.  C.  Feb.  19,  1917. 

My  Dear  Governor: — I  desire  to  impart  to  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  through  your  Excellency,  information  in  my  possession  touching 
a  subject  which  I  consider  of  vital  interest  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina, 
in  that  it  points  the  way  to  the  enforcement  of  a  Federal  statute  touching  our 
industrial  life,  by  the  State  itself. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  pre- 
vent interstate  commerce  in  the  products  of  child  labor,  and  for  other  pur- 
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poses,"  becomes  effective  throughout  the  country  on  September  1,  1917,  and 
that  the  power  of  the  Government  will  be  behind  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 
The  subject  of  its  enforcement  is  one  which  comes  directly  under  the  pur- 
view of  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  except  that  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  with 
the  Attorney-General  and  the  Secretary  of  Labor  constitute  a  board  for  mak- 
ing rules  and  regulations.  The  executive  officer  in  charge,  however,  for  the 
United  States  in  the  administration  of  its  child  labor  law  is  the  Secretary 
of  Labor,  and  with  that  official  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  arrange  a  system 
of  cooperation  wfeich  would  enable  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  manage 
its  affairs  without  Federal  interference. 

The  Federal  Law  provides  that  "in  any  State  designated  by  the  board  an 
employment  certificate  or  other  similar  paper  as  to  the  age  of  the  child, 
issued  under  the  laws  of  that  State  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  certificate  herein  pro- 
vided for."  The  essential  part  of  the  certificate  is,  of  course,  the  method 
by  which  age  can  be  proved,  and  I  am  assured  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
that  if  the  State  of  North  Carolina  should  provide  means  of  enforcement  of 
the  National  child  labor  law,  the  reports  of  her  officials  will  be  accepted,  and 
thus  the  necessity  of  sending  Federal  inspectors  into  the  State  would  be 
obviated. 

I  took  the  matter  up  with  Secretary  Wilson,  in  person,  while  in  Washing- 
ton a  few  weeks  ago,  at  which  time  a  tentative  measure  for  consideration  by 
our  General  Assembly  was  filed  for  examination  and  approved  by  the  Fed- 
eral board.  This  bill  is  now  in  my  possession,  having  passed  the  censorship 
of  both  Secretary  Wilson  and  Secretary  Redfield.  I  have  practically  been 
assured  that  if  this  proposed  measure  shall  be  enacted  into  a  law  there  will 
be  no  dual  inspection  of  industral  concerns  in  North  Carolina  when  the 
National  law  becomes  effective  on  the  first  day  of  next  September,  and  I 
feel  it  my  duty,  both  as  an  official  and  a  citizen  of  this  good  State,  to  convey 
this  information  to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  alone  have 
the  authority  to  say  whether  our  wage-earners  shall  obtain  certificates  of  em- 
ployment from  Raleigh  or  Washington.  The  bill,  submitted  by  the  writer 
to  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  partly  re-drafted  by  that  official,  is  at  their 
disposal.  I  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination  to  "button-hole"  legisla- 
tors in  the  interest  of  this,  or  any  other  proposition.  The  information  in  my 
possession  will  be  cheerfully  communicated  to  any  members  who  may  be 
interested  in  the  State's  supervision  of  its  own  affairs.  We  hear  a  good  deal 
of  talk  about  State's  rights.  Here  is  an  opportunity  to  show  the  extent  of 
our  convictions  upon  that  question. 

Some  of  our  citizens  may  be  deluding  themselves  with  the  idea  that  the 
Federal  law,  regulating  the  employment  of  children,  will  be  declared  un- 
constitutional. I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but  the  Webb-Kenyon  decision  and  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  brought  before  it  under  the  Mann 
White  Slave  Act,  precludes  the  probability,  at  least,  of  an  adverse  decision  to 
the  provisions  of  the  National  child  labor  law.  Even  if  it  should  be  unfavor- 
able, North  Carolina  would  have  nothing  more,  in  the  matter  of  labor  legisla- 
tion, than  she  has  needed  a  good  many  years,  in  the  event  the  bill  in  my 
possession  should  become  a  law.  It  would  be  a  protection  both  to  the 
employer  and  employee  and  an  injury  to  neither. 
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Frankly,  I  do  not  fancy  the  idea  of  Federal  inspection  of  the  industries 
of  my  State,  for  with  it  may  come  agitation  that  would  be  hurtful  to  many 
of  our  institutions.  But  we  are  facing  a  condition  and  not  a  theory.  It  is 
my  honest  opinion  that  the  affairs  of  this  State  should  remain  in  the  hands 
of  those  who  are,  in  a  measure,  aware  of  existing  conditions,  and  not  be 
allowed  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  strangers  who  may  know  nothing  of  them. 
And  this  conviction  has  promoted  me  to  try  to  devise,  if  possible,  some  means 
of  escape  from  a  situation  which  may  be  neither  pleasant  nor  profitable  to 
our  people. 

The  action  I  have  taken  was  prompted  by  a  sense  of  justice  I  feel  for 
my  own  people  and  a  personal  pride  in  the  affairs  of  the  State  I  am  en- 
deavoring to  serve.  This  matter  has  been  uppermost  in  my  mind  ever 
since  Fresident  Wilson  approved  the  Federal  child  labor  law  during  the 
summer  of  1916,  and  I  cannot,  in  good  conscience,  let  the  matter  pass  with- 
out giving  the  General  Assembly  an  opportunity  to  consider,  if  it  desires, 
the  plans  of  cooperation  I  have  succeeded  in  arranging  with  the  Federal 
authorities. 

Having  thus  discharged  a  duty  incumbent  upon  me  as  an  official  of  the 
State,  I  herewith  transfer  the  responsibility  of  providing  means  for  the  exe- 
cution of  the  same  upon  other  shoulders.

Substitute  for  the  bill  and  all  amendments. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  4119  of  the  Revisal  of  1905,  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  stricken  out  and  the  following  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof: 

"The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Session  of  1917  shall 
elect  a  Central  Educational  Commission,  composed  of  seven  members,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  the  minority  political  party  of  North  Carolina, 
whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
and  they  shall  hold  office  for  said  period  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified.  Each  succeeding  General  Assembly,  at  its 
regular  session,  shall  elect  the  members  of  the  Central  Educational  Commis- 
sion provided  above,  to  succeed  those  whose  terms  of  office  have  expired." 

Sec.  2.  That  the  members  of  the  Central  Educational  Commission  shall 
meet  in.  the  City  of  Raleigh  annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  of  each 
and  every  year  hereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  of  their 
office  as  herein  specified,  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services 
$4  a  day  and  actual  expenses  for  a  period  not  exceeding  four  days,  to  be  paid 
by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  warrant  of  the  State  Auditor.  The  Governor  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  said  Commission, 
and  shall  preside  at  their  annual  and  special  sessions.  The  Private  Secretary 
of  the  Governor  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the  Commission,  and  shall  faith- 
fully keep  a  record  of  their  meetings  and  acts  in  a  book  for  this  special 
purpose.  Special  meetings  of  the  commission  may  be  had  upon  the  written 
request  of  any  four  of  their  number.  At  any  called  or  special  meeting  the 
members  attending  shall  receive  only  their  actual  expenses,  to  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  State  Auditor. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  board  of  education  of  each  county  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Central  Educational  Board 
at  their  annual  meeting  i-n  May,  one  for  a  term  of  office  of  two  years,  one 
for  a  term  of  office  of  four  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  office  of  six  years. 
The  term  of  office  of  each  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  next  suc- 
ceeding his  appointment.  That  when  the  term  of  office  of  any  member  of 
the  county  board  of  education,  as  now  constituted,  has  not  expired,  he  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
elected  or  appointed.  The  Central  Educational  Commission,  at  its  regular 
May  meeting  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  shall  appoint  one  member  of  the  county  board  of 
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education  in  the  place  of  the  member  whose  term  of  office  expires  on 
the  first  Monday  in  July  next  succeeding  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mission aforesaid,  and  his  term  of  office  shall  continue  for  six  years  from 
the  first  Monday  in  July  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor 
is  duly  appointed  and  qualified:  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  those  counties  in  which  the  county  boards  of  education 
were,  at  the  general  election  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  elected  by 
vote  of  the  people;  but  after  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office  to  which 
they  were  elected  this  shall  apply,  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  as 
provided  by  this  act.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  county 
board  of  education  who  is  not  known  to  be  a  man  of  intelligence,  good  moral 
character,  good  business  qualification,  and  heartily  in  favor  of  public  edu- 
cation. In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  county  board  of  education,  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  such  county  board  until  the  regular  or  called  meeting  of  the  Central 
Educational  Commission. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  education  for  each  county  shall,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  their  qualification,  elect  a  county  superintendent  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  who  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The 
superintendents  of  those  counties  that  elected  their  superintendents  at  the 
general  election  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteeen  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til the  expiration  of  the  term  thereof,  but  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
by  the  county  boards  of  education,  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Central  Educational  Commission  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  remain- 
ing members  of  the  said  commission  at  their  annual  or  special  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  Revisal 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  in  third  line  thereof  the  words,  "General  Assembly,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Central  Educational  Commission,''  and 
by  striking  out  in  the  sixth  line  thereof  the  words  "State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Central  Educational  Commis- 
sion." 

Sec.  7.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

MARL  PLANT  OWNED  AND  OPERATED  BY  THE  STATE  NEAR  POLLOCKS- 

VILLE  IN   JONES  COUNTY,   NORTH   CAROLINA. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Agriculture: 

Sir: — We,  your  sub-committee,  appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  the  marl 
plant  owned  and  operated  by  the  State  near  Pollocksville  in  Jones  County, 
N.  C,  having  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  us,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

We  found  the  State  in  possession  of  the  marling  privileges  on  a  140-acre 
tract  of  land  for  which  the  State  has  paid,  or  is  obligated  to  pay,  the  sum 
of  $25.  The  plant  now  in  operation  is  of  rather  primitive  type,  and  has  a 
capacity  evidently  too  limited  for  the  present  demand  for  marl.  We,  your 
committee,  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  State's  marl  grinding  plant  be 
equipped  with  more  modern  improvements  for  getting  out,  grinding  and  load- 
ing marl.  Notwithstanding  the  price  of  marl  has  been  reduced  to  the 
farmers  from  $3.00  to  $1.50  a  ton,  we  recommend  that  everything  possible 
be  done  to  reduce  the  cost  still  lower.  We  find,,  however,  that  this  recom- 
mendation is  in  line  with  the  present  policy  of  the  department,  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  now  has  plans  on  foot  for  decreasing  the  cost  of 
loading  at  the  plant,  and  has  installed  machinery  for  removing  the  over- 
burden which  has  greatly  decreased  the  cost  of  this  part  of  the  operation 
over  hand  labor. 

In  addition  to  the  Commissioner's  plans,  however,  we  recommend  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  a  steam  shovel  to  be  used  in  the  pits  for  load- 
ing the  cars,  and,  so  far  as  may  be,  to  aid  in  removing  over-burden. 

We  also  recommend  the  increasing  of  the  present  storage  capacity  in  order 
to  permit  the  operators  to  mine  and  store  a  large  quantity  of  marl  during 
the  summer  months-  when  the  material  is  in  the  best  physical  condition,  and 
when  the  laborers  can  make  the  best  time  in  the  pits. 

On  the  whole,  we  recommend  that  the  plant  be  so  developed  in  capacity 
and  output,  and  in  the  purchase,  from  time  to  time,  of  additional  raw  ma- 
terial as  to  meet  the  growing  demand  of  eastern  North  Carolina  for  marl. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  ascertain  with 
what  readiness  the  railroad  companies  in  eastern  North  Carolina  would  be 
willing  to  put  in  switches  or  spur  tracts  to  large  deposits  of  marl,  should 
they  be  purchased,  at  short  distances  from  the  main  lines  of  transportation. 

In  this  connection,  we  very  strongly  recommend  the  passage  of  the  pres- 
ent bill  asking  for  a  small  appropriation  of  $10,000  from  the  Department  of 
Agriculture's  funds  with  which  to  equip  and  install  a  limestone  grinding 
plant  for  the  farmers  of  middle  and  western  North  Carolina,  similar  to  the 
one  now  in  operation  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 

We  are  led  to  make  this  latter  recommendation  by  the  fact  that  the  out- 
put of  marl  from  the  State's  plant  in  Jones  County  cannot  even  now  supply 
the  demand   for  marl   of  the  farmers    of  eastern  North   Carolina,  and   that 
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it  is  very  difficult   for   the   middle   and   western   North   Carolina  farmer   to 
secure  high  grade  ground   limestone  on  a  favorable  contract  basis.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   GOVERNOR. 

A  message  is  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

We  have  reached  a  crucial  hour  in  the  civic  life  of  our  people.  Youth  is 
denied  its  birthright  of  opportunity  and  the  helpless  cry  in  vain  for  help. 
A  careful  estimate  of  receipts  and  disbursements  discloses  that  there  is  not 
a  single  dollar  available  from  current  revenues  for  making  permanent  im- 
provements in  any  State  institution.  Indeed,  under  the  increased  cost  of  all 
necessary  commodities  the  maintenance  of  our  institutions  on  our  income  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years  will  require  a  miracle  in  economy. 

We  are  therefore  called  upon  to  decide  whether  it  is  our  duty  to  close  the 
doors  of  the  educational  and  charitable  institutions  to  all  newcomers  and 
mark  time  for  two  years,  or  to  bond  the  future  that  we  may  bless  it.  My 
counsel  is  that  we  go  forward.  And  the  purpose  should  embrace  a  plan — a 
plan  for  a  balanced,  comprehensive  enlargement  of  facilities  so  that  when  the 
work  is  done  it  will  be  adequate,  harmonious  and  complete. 

Such  a  plan  is  embodied  in  the  bill  framed  by  the  joint  subcommittee  on 
appropriations  which  provides  for  a  complete  program  extending  through  a 
period  of  six  years,  and  authorized  bonds  to  be  issued  in  the  sum  of 
$500,000  for  each  year  during  this  period,  the  bonds  at  the  end  of  the 
seventh  year  to  be  retired  at  the  rate  of  $100,000  a  year. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  people  will  approve  this  well  considered  plan  and 
the  completed  work  will  be  an  enduring  monument  to  a  General  Assembly 
that  took  counsel  of  faith  and  not  of  fear. 

My  endorsement  of  the  proposed  plan  carries  with  it  a  specific  condition, 
and  that  is  that  the  program  for  the  betterment  of  living  conditions  in  our 
rural  communities  as  expressed  in  the  several  bills  hereinafter  mentioned 
shall  be  likewise  carried  out.  No  mortal  man  can  satisfactorily  explain  to 
the  people  how  a  State  could  spend  $1,200,000  on  these  higher  institutions 
of  learning  and  then  enter  a  plea  of  poverty  to  the  cry  of  the  unnumbered 
multitude  who  can  never  hope  to  enter  a  college  door.     The  hope  and  the 
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resolve  of  this  administiation  is  to  bring  to  bleak  and  lonely  lives  a  new 
breath  or  liagrance,  a  new  toucn  of  color,  a  new  baptism  of  hope.  To  this 
end  sundry  bills  have  been  introduced,  ana  i  urge  that  these  be  enacted  as  a 
part  and  parcel  of  the  big  movement  for  better  living  conditions  in  North 
Carolina. 

1.  This  bill  calls  tor  the  teaching  of  the  a  b  c's  of  good  farming  in  every 
country  school.  The  bill  has  been  carefully  prepared,  approved  by  everybody 
interested  in  the  subject,  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Swain  in  the  House,  has  been 
favorably  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  should  by  all  means 
be  enacted.  The  bill  guarantees  that  the  country  boy  who  never  rises  above 
the  fourth  grade  will  know  something  of  the  mysteries  of  seeds  and  soils  and 
in  the  cultivation  of  a  one-horse  crop  will  be  able  to  mix  brains  with  dirt. 

2.  This  bill  provides  for  the  physical  examination  of  children  who  attend 
the  public  schools.  It  proposes  to  detect  and  arrest  defects  in  the  growing 
child  before  it  is  everlastingly  too  late.  A  defect  treated  in  its  incipiency 
will  in  many  cases  keep  the  child  from  becoming  a  permanent  charge  upon 
the  State.  Considerations  of  economy  and  humanity  alone  call  for  the  pas- 
sage of  this  bill.  The  bill  carries  a  small  appropriation  of  $15,000,  and  I  am 
persuaded  that  the  administration  of  this  law  will  pay  marvelous  dividends 
upon  the  investment.  The  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  by  Dr.  Crowson, 
has  been  favorably  reported  by  the  Committees  on  Education  and  Health,  and 
I  earnestly  beg  the  General  Assembly  to  make  it  a  law. 

3.  This  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  McLendon,  and  is  designed 
to  make  the  public  school  house  the  social  center.  I  said  in  my  inaugural 
address  that  the  pathos  of  country  life  is  its  loneliness.  The  bill  under  con- 
sideration is  designed  to  lelieve  that  loneliness  and  at  the  same  time  afford 
invaluable  instruction  upon  every  phase  of  farm  life.  No  bill  before  the 
General  Assembly  is  calculated  to  more  surely  stop  the  flow  of  population 
from  the  country  to  the  town.  This  bill  carries  an  appropriation  of  $50,000 
per  annum,  and  that  much  ought  to  be  appropriated,  but  the  work  can  be 
started  on  something  less.  I  sincerely  trust  that  not  a  single  man  in  the 
General  Assembly  will  oppose  this  bill. 

4.  This  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Bennett  and  is  designed 
to  encourage  the  installation  of  running  water,  lights  and  telephones  in 
country  homes  and  communities.  There  are  thousands  of  country  homes  and 
communities  that  could  be  supplied  with  these  modern  conveniences  if  the 
people  knew  how  to  take  advantage  of  the  natural  resources  at  hand.  They 
need  disinterested,  expert  advice,  and  such  advice  the  bil  proposes  to  supply 
without  cost  to  the  people.  At  present  the  man  or  the  community  in  the 
country  who  is  interested  in  these  matters  is  forced  to  buy  advice,  and  he 
possibly  gets  it  from  an  expert  who  has  something  to  sell.  The  original  bill 
asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000,  but  I  think  the  work  can  be  started  with 
half  that  amount.  This  bill  ought  by  all  means  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  big 
program  involved  in  the  bond  issue  proposition. 

5.  The  full  amount  asked  for  traveling  libraries  should  be  appropriated, 
as  these  libraries  are  doing  a  great  work  for  the  enrichment  of  the  social  and 
intellectual  life  of  our  country  communities. 

The  appropriations  for  moonlight  schools  and  high  schools  should  also  be 
made. 

These  measures  added  to  the  $500,000  loan  fund  to  aid  in  the  building  of 
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better  school  houses  makes  a  well  balanced,  well  rounded  plan.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  cannot  afford  to  neglect  any  part  of  this  program.  You  can- 
not in  good  conscience  issue  these  bonds  and  then  refuse  to  adopt  these  just 
measures  in  the  interest  of  the  men  and  women  on  whose  labor  and  in 
whose  blood  rest  the  enduring  progress  and  safety  of  the  State.

Senator  Davenport,  for  the  Joint  Committee,  makes  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President: — The  Conference  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  and 
the  Senate  to  confer  and  recommend  the  rejection  or  adoption  of  the  various 
amendments  to  H.  B.  1769,  S.  B.  1059,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  84, 
Public  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to  the  fisheries  of  North  Carolina,"  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report: 

To  amendment  No.  1,  which  reads:  "Provided,  that  no  pound  net  shall 
be  set  in  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  within  the  3-mile  limit,"  the  Con- 
ference Committee  recommends  the  adoption. 

To  amendment  No.  2,  which  reads:  "Provided,  that  haul  seines  of  not  less 
than  1  1-8  inches  bar  mesh  may  be  used  in  New  Hanover  County,  and  that 
no  order  shall  be  made  by  the  Fisheries  Board  in  derogation  of  this  sec- 
tion," the  Conference  Committee  recommends  the  rejection. 

To  amendment  No.  3,  which  reads:  "That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Fisheries  Board  to  allow  the  use  of  purse  seines  for  taking  edible  fish,"  the 
Conference  Committee  recommends  the  adoption. 

To  amendment  No.  4,  which  reads:  "Amend  by  adding  that  the  tax  levied 
by  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  crabs,  clams,  and  escallops,"  the  Conference 
Committee  recommends  the  adoption,  except  as  to  escallops,  and  insist  that 
the  tax  be  retained  on  escallops. 

To  amendment  No.  5,  which  reads:  "That  any  net  the  original  cost  of 
which  was  ?25  or  less,  any  boat  and  tongs,  owned  and  used  by  any  oyster- 
men,  the  original  cost  of  which  did  not  exceed  ?25,  shall  not  be  taxed  at  all: 
Provided,  no  one  man  shall  own  more  than  one  such  net  or  both,  but  each 
fisherman  and  oystefman  shall  be  required  to  secure  a  license  from  the  local 
inspector,  which  shall  be  recorded  by  him,  and  there  shall  be  printed  upon 
said  license  the  regulation  controlling  the  waters  in  which  said  fisherman 
proposes  to  fish.    Upon  the  violation  of  any  of  these  regulations,  such  fisher- 
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man  or  oysterman  shall  forfeit  his  license,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  fish 
or  oyster  again  during  the  term  of  said  license.  The  tax  for  said  license 
shall  not  exceed  25  cents:  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  required  to 
secure  license  or  pay  a  tax  to  catch  and  take  fish  and  oysters  from  the  public 
waters  for  his  own  consumption  or  for  the  consumption  of  his  family. 

"That  seines,  drag-nets,  and  mullet  nets  over  100  yards  and  under  300  yards, 
$1  per  100  yards  or  fraction  thereof. 

"Seines,  drag-nets,  and  mullet  nets  over  300  yards  and  under  1,000  yards, 
$1.25  per  hundred  yards  or  fraction  thereof;  seines,  drag-nets,  and  mullet  nets 
not  over  1,000  yards,  $1.75  for  100  yards  or  fraction  thereof." 

To  this  amendment  the  Conference  Committee  recommends  the  rejection.
